What your 1-Ir. ilontella wrote me 
about Juno 19, after earlier pliono convorsationt still has not couu to pasSf 
althou(^ ho said it would "shortly.” V/bitson never did respond to the 
letter of i«y 13 that you asked mo to ;nrito him. Jt included a oarbrai of 
my lottor.iof that day to ^-^r. Hamilton, still uriaiurwercd. 

As I told you when wo spoke earlier in May, I had gone to New York to 
obtain cjounsel, having been patient for a long time and having suffered for 
it. I had TfTitten David first, and ho had not responded until after ho know 
I would ttoT; be home. I learned of hio arrangements with you only by accident. 
I then toolc thi^ initiative in discussing tliis mess with >idu in tliu hope that 
you would welcome on auioablo sottleuunt. 

If you do not ntrf desire this, please let ao know and I will, proceed 
as I was prepared to liad it not beem for the courteous manner in which 
you received no. If I would otill prefer to avpid what I think you would 
agree \dH bo a hasty busiiiesu if you knew all tiiu facts, I fear that 
especially with David's hii^tory of eiidless falsehood and uukupt promises, 
delivered witli baby-fuood iimooenoo, I have to regard the history recoimted 
in the first paraOT*!^ above os unpromising. 

I want to bo oortain that this gets your attaition before doing any- 
thing else. If you would prefer that I not turn those matters over to a 
lawyer now, I would appreciate what I could now regard as persuasive 
evidence of intent.
